Mr. Bryan always rinds it easy to 


blow hard on some new i&sue until he 
Is asked to crystallize it into a defi- 
nite plan.

for all evlBj is the guarantee of bank 
deposits. It looks plausible on its face, 
but Mr. Bryan has not yet told the 
country whether he proposes that the 
depositor shall recover hi* money after 
the long delay required for adjusting 
the assets of the banU or s>hall be paid 
at once from the public treasury. The 
latter plan would suit the depositor 
better, but it might create a demand 
which the stock of currency in the 
treasury would be Inadequate to meet 


The actual losses by the insolvency 


of national banks are few and far be- 
tween. There probably Is not one man 
Jn fifty who reads this article whoever 
lost a penny through an insolvent na- 
tional bank. There are readers, how- 
ever, who were caused groat embar- 
rassment last autumn by their inabili- 
ty to get currency from banks which 
•were solvent. The difficulty, in other 
words, AVSS the lack of currency and 
not the insolvency of the bank, 
t'n- 


less the government has some means 
of finding currency such conditions as 
prevailed last fall could not be met 
even from its great resources. 


What means does Mr. Bryan provide 


for meeting such a situation? 
None 


at all that he has dared to bring con- 
spicuously to the front. 
There is a 


remedy, 
however, 
provided 
in 
the 


Democratic platform adopted at Den- 
ver. This remedy is that, "in so far as 
the needs of commerce require an 
"emergency currency, such currency 
bhould be issued and controlled \>\ the 
federal government." 
In plain words, 


Mr. Bryan's means of meeting a tem- 
porary deficiency of currency would be 
another saturnalia of greenback infla- 
tion. 
But apparently this remedy Is 


more heroic than he cares to advocate. 


The Republican party has provided 


two distinct means of protecting depos- 
itors. 
One Is the Aldrich-Vreeland 


law, which is designed to make it im- 
possible that there shall ever again be 
a currency famine while the country 
remains on the gold standard. 
This 


law authorizes the issue of emergency 
currency by the banks, based upon 
first class securities, including com- 
mercial paper representing the great 
productive and distributing power of 
the country. Currency issued by banks 
Is the only logical means of meeting 
special demands, because the demands 
come to the banks. 
For the govern- 


ment to step in and undertake to dic- 
tate arbitrarily how much currency 
was needed and to issue it without the 
security of any commercial operation 
would simply be to throw the safety 
valve open for favoritism, wild infla- 
tion, the flight of gold abroad and ap- 
palling financial disaster. 


The other means of protecting the 


depositor which the Republican plat- 
form has provided is the creation of 
postal savings banks. The proposal to 
Insure deposits. If it were adopted, 
should apply only to savings deposits. 
The commercial deposit is not really 
a deposit and in European bank re- 
turns Is classified under another name.
